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can they rely upon his Oath ? But they ſee 
he hath broken it. And therefore they 
have reaſon to Judge;that either he makes 
no Conſcience of an Oath, or he thinks 
Faith 1s not to be kept with Hereticks,or 
he hath a Superior that can diſpenſe with 
him, or that will abſolve him ftrom the 
guilt of Perjury in ſuch Caſes where Re- 
ligion is concern'd. In ſhort, they are ſure 
of his Will to deſtroy them, and cannot 
be ſure of hisOath to the contrary. Where- 
in then can they be ſafe? But in his Want 


of Power todo them hurt?But he will not 


want Power, if they let him go on, for he 
is getting it as faſt as he can. He is now 
ſtrengthning himſelf by thoſe ways that 
he takes to be 'abſolute Lord of his own 
People : And he is now weakning Them, 
by oppreſling all thoſe among'his People 
whom he knows to be their Friends and 
Well-wiſhers. He doth both theſe things 
together: He daily leſſens their Party,and 
makes them as many more Enemies,as he

When this pretended Right is armed with 
Power, 1t will certainly fall upon them. So 
that they. muſt begin before he is ready for 
them; - or-xlſe it will be:too_ late co do any 
thing for'theur own Preſervation. 

But as it 15: neceflary for them to do this 
for themſelves, ſo they ought to doit much 
the rather for: the Sakes of their oppreſſed 
Brethren: That, by a timely afſerring of their 
own Right, they may alſo deliver them from 
the Evils they ſuffer at preſent, and fave 
them from that Deſtruction which is coming 
upon them. As it was Juſt and Neceſlary 
on thoſe former Accounts, {0 this makes it 
a Pious Cauſe, and thereforethe more Wor- 
thy of.a true Chriſtian Prince. Ic has been 
judgd fo. by them whoſe Names we have 
in great.

berween the two Princes, whether of them 
hath 'a Raght co thac Kingdom or Domi- 
nion. 

For'the deciding of this Queſtion, it muſt 
be by ſuch a Law as is common to both 
the Parties, whoſe Rights arc to be judg'd 
by it. © That-cannot be the Law of the 'King- 

- dom; for though the Prince that 1s dil- 
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xeth.Right.. 


feiz'd was oblig'd by that Law while he was 
in Poſſeſſion, yet now it ſeems he i not ; 
and it never was a Law to the Prince that is 
now. in -his place. It muſt therefore be a 
Superior Law, fuch as is common to all So- 
vyereign Princes in their Aﬀairs with one ano- 
. ther; and that (as hath been Þ already ſhewn') 
is ordinarily the Law of Nations. 

I ay Ordinarily, becauſe there 1s yer a 
Superior Law, namely, the Law of God ; 
whether written in our Hearts, which we 
commonly call the Law of - Naturez or 
whether an exprefs Revelation from God , 
fuch as was ſometimes given to Men in 
ancient Times ; cither of theſe may derogate 
from the Law 'of Nations: For this, being 
made up of Cuſtoms obſery'd\by Princes and 
States ameng themſelves, 1s always ſuby 
to the will of him that is Lord of Lords 
and King of Kings. But whether, or how 
far, this may alter the caſe, will be conſi- 
der'd afterwards; at- preſent we are. Only to 
conſider what Judgment can. be made of it, 
according to the Law of Nations, 
6.4.2.By this it ems to be plain,that theRight 
ſhould go along with the compleat _

So. as that whercſoeyer this is once ſettle'd, © 
whether by length of time, or eyen ſooner 
by a general Conſent of the People, there 
it ought to be preſum'd there is a Right, at 
leaſt.there ought to be no farther Diſpute of 
it.-” There feems to be the ſame Reaſon for 
this, that there is for the Law of Nations 
it ſelf; for if that Law was ordain'd for 
the'Peace of Mankind, this quieting of Poſ- 
 ſeffion muſt be a part of it, for there can be 
no end of Wars otherwiſe. 

Accordingly we ſce, - in a Diſpute between 
Gods Ancient People the Fews, and the Hea- 
then Nations about them, when they differ'd 
about a Title to Land, it was agreed, that 
whatſoever » Conqueſt they had made on 
either fide, they ſhould hold 1t as being 
given them by their God. Thus appears by 


ephtha's Speech to the King of Ammon that Judges XI. 


had Chemoſb for his God; Wilt not thou poſſeſs * 
that which Chemoſh thy God giveth thee to 
poſſeſs ? So whomſoever the Lord our God ſhall 
drive out from before us, them will we poſſeſs. 
That's a plain Evidence, fo far as it goes. 
But:that is only for part of a Country. But 
we have as great Proof, that God gives

| "There Danie! having receiy'd a full Accounc 
from God, of a Viſion which King Nebu- 
chadnezzar had ſeen; ' and forgot ; ' when he 
ſaw What 1t was, ' that- it contain'd the; Fares 
of Empires that were to grow up ſucceffively 
in the World ; hc adores the Majeſty of God, 
with an humble Confeſhon of his Prerogative, 
im theſe words, Ir is He that changes the

Both theſe ways _ 
of Expreſſion fignafie oncand the ſame thing. 
For the Chaldeans tcckon'd rhe Times and the 
Seaſons by the Years of their Kings Reigns, 
as we do by the Years of our Kings Reagns 
at this day.

They were the Changes of Four great 
Empires, which God here confider'd , not 
as being the greateſt in the World, but as 
being thoſe to which his People 'were to be 
ſubjet.

And ſo it was by thoſe Conqueſts, thas God 
remov'd Kings, and ſet up Kings. Which, 
though we ſee not yer, that it was any more 
than by the Permuſſive Providence of God; 
yet that was cnough to make the People: of 
God become Subjects to thoſe Kings that 
came in by no other Title.
